Maduro wants 
South America 
to moot on 
Vonozuola 
crisis 

CARACAS (AFP) - Presi- 
dent Nicolas Madura on 
Thursday called for a meet¬ 
ing of South American lead¬ 
ers Dn the turmoil in 
Venezuela after more than a 
month of anti-government 
street protests. 

Maduro made the re¬ 
quest to visiting Sun name 
President. Den Eouterse, the 
current head of the Union of 
Sd uth Amencan Nations 
(Unasur), a regional bloc 
that does not include the 
United States. 

The move came a day 
after the Venezuelan presi¬ 
dent broke off relations with 
Panama after it called far a 
meeting of the nval Wash¬ 
ington-based Organization 
of American States on the 
cnsis 

Maduro said he wanted 
the meeting to explain "the 
attacks, the violence, the 
small groups that have tried 
to undermine social life and 
impose a political situation 
that our country is over¬ 
coming. " 

In a speech Wednesday 
M aduro angrily r ej e eted 
GAS involvement saying 
Venezuela would turn to 
a th er regi onal org anizati o ns 
that do not include the 
United States. 

At Panama's request, the 
GAS scheduled a close door 
meeting an Venezuela far 
later in the day Thursday. 

Street protests erupted in 
Venezuela on February 4 
and have continued every 
day since m the biggest 
challenge yet to Maduro's 
nearly year-old govern¬ 
ment. 

At least 13 people had 
already been killed when 
Madura spoke, and shortly 
afterwards officials said a 
policeman had died in a 
street battle. 

Public anger aver violent 
crime, shortages and arrests 
of protesters have fueled the 
protests. 

But Maduro charges they 
are part of a US-backed plat, 
by 1 fascists" to destabilize 
his socialist-inspired gov¬ 
ernment.

Crimea moves to join 
Russia, US and EU 
sanction Moscow 


SIMFEROPOL (AFP) - 
Crimea's pro-Russian parlia¬ 
ment voted Thursday to have 
the tense Ukrainian region 
secede and join Prussia, trig¬ 
gering fury in Kiev while the 
E’J warned of harsh sanc¬ 
tions on Moscow if it kept re¬ 
fusing the path of dialogue. 

A decision by Crimea's 
local legislative assembly to 
call a March 16 "referen¬ 
dum" in the tense pensmsula 
on joining the Russian Feder¬ 
ation was dismissed as ille¬ 
gitimate by Ukraine's interim 
government, the European 
Union and the United States. 

H o wev er, with Ru s si an 
forces in effective control of 
Crimea -- which is home to 
an ethnic Russian majority -- 
the s ece ssi on m ov e ratch ete d 
up the stakes in a cnsis that is 
already Europe's worst secu¬ 


rity emergency in the post- 
Cold War era 

The pro-West, interim ad¬ 
ministration in Kiev -- 
brought to power on the back 
of three months of protests 
that claimed nearly 1OD lives 
— immediately took steps to 
disband Crimea's parliament. 
Interim president Oleksandr 
Turchynov said the Crimea 
legislators' decision was a 
“crime 11 inspired by the 
Kremlin 

US President Barack 
Obama warned the proposed 
referendum in Crimea would 
violate Ukrainian sovereignty 
and international law. He said 
the US and its allies were 
muted against Russia's incur¬ 
sion into Ukraine, but said a 
diplomatic solution to the 
standoff remained possible.

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Independence process 
for air controllers has 
begun 



Last Tuesday morning the 
government met with the 
Management Team □£ the 
Department of Civil Aviation 
to discuss the possibilities re¬ 
lated to the future of the air 
traffic controllers This meet¬ 
ing also served as the initia¬ 
tion of the process for 
making the air controllers an 
independent entity of the De¬ 
partment of Civil Aviation 
The independency d£ the 
air controllers is a matter that 
has been pending for many 
years. ICAO has conducted 
"different audits on the island 
and it was ascertained that it 
is not advisable for the con¬ 
trol organization to be in the 
same organization as that of 
the work of the air traffic 
tower. On different occasions 
they expressed the desire to 


separate the execution of the 
work from supervision and 
management. 

After the reorganization of 
the Department of Civil Avi¬ 
ation, which was completed 
not long ago, it is now time to 
turn to the independency of 
the traffic controllers. The 
Minister along with the Man¬ 
agement Team of the Depart¬ 
ment of Civil Aviation has 
agreed that they will install a 
steering group to guide the 
process. 

The intention is to create 
an organization that, can stand 
an its own financially. The 
goal now is to complete the 
process no later than Navem- 
ber 1st 2014 at which time 
we should have a new inde¬ 
pendent traffic controllers' 
entity m place

So you 
can be at Main Street early in 
the day and by the time . it 
shuts Us doors around 7 pm, 
our Palm Beach and South 
Beach areas go alive well 
into the wee hours 

Our island offers a num¬ 
ber of sports such as 
marathons . tennis & golf to 
water sports like, windsurf¬ 
ing. kite surfing and scuba 
diving Visitors can safely 
arrange off-mad tours to 
enjoy rough rugged coastal- 
areas and iu stic beauty of the 
island or go to Atihok Na¬ 
tional Park to enjoy our local 
plants animals and a variety 7 
of cacti. Our people love the 
ecology'of the island andpre¬ 
serve it fervently with their 
personal time and efforts. As 
Youth Minister of Environ¬ 
ment last year I have partic¬ 
ipated in a number of 
projects where the islanders 
wholeheartedly r support 
cleaning of our reefs and 
coastal areas to preserve our 
natural gifts for fit me gener¬ 
ations Our Government has 
responded by 7 constructing a 
ten-mile long walking strip 
which is the longest in the 
Caribbean and a distinct bik¬ 
ing trail on the roadside.

Minister Arseniy Yatsenyuk

"We still believe we can 
solve m peaceful manner but 
m case of further escalation 
and military intervention into 
Ukraine territory by foreign 
forces, Ukr am an government 
and military will act m accor¬ 
dance with the constitution 
and laws.

Yatsenyuk conceded that 
Ukraine's forces were 
dwarfed by the Russian army 
but str essed that Ins country's 
troops had the "spirit" to de¬ 
fend themselves in the face 
of a Russian threat. 

Russian President 

Vladimir Putin for his part on 
Thursday chaired an un¬ 
scheduled meeting of Ins na¬ 
tional Security Council to 
discuss the latest develop¬ 
ments but issued no further 
comment. 

-US, EU sanction Russia 
-The United States ramped 
up the pressure on the Krem¬ 
lin by slapping visa bans on 
Russians and Ukrainians it 
blames for destabilising 
peace and stability bath in 
Ukraine and Europe as a 
whole.

Cliie Shimpo, 43, will 
next month become president 
of Nomura Trust and Bank¬ 
ing, as Japanese Prime Min¬ 
ister Shinzo Abe calls for 
more women to join the 
labour force and far compa¬ 
nies to bring female employ¬ 
ees into the boardroom. 

None of the nation's three 
biggest banks — Mitsubishi 
UFJ, Sumitomo Mitsui and 
Mizuho Financial -- have top 


female executives, according 
tD a government survey 
The central hank. Bank of 
Japan, has just one woman 
on its nine-memb er b o ard 
Nomura on Wednesday 
announced the appointment 
of Slumpo, who last year told 
an online Japanese business 
magazine that her gender was 
not a factor at the office.

Portraying a prophet "con¬ 
tradicts the stature of 
prophets and messengers... 
and antagonises die faithful,” 


the institution said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Egypt's censorship board 
must approve any movie be¬ 
fore it is shown, but it w T as 
not immediately clear 
whether it has approved 
”Noali" yet 

The Paramount Pictures 
website said the film would 
be released on March 26 m 
Egypt, and a day later in 
other Middle Eastern coun¬ 
tries. 

Egypt has censored other 
movies m the past including 
the blockbuster "Tire Da 
Vmci Code" after protests 
from the Orthodox Coptic 
Church.

NAIROBI (AFP) - Islamist 
gunmen who shot dead scares 
of people in a Nairobi shop¬ 
ping mall last year were in ap¬ 
parent disagreement over 
whether they should kill 
women and small children, a 
court m Kenya heard on 
Thursday. 

Witness Geoffrey Kotia, 
who was supervising children's 
activities in the upmarket 
shopping centre, said he was 
shot by the attackers, accused 
of killing Somalis and mock¬ 
ingly told to telephone Kenyan 
President Uhuru Kenyatta for 
help. 

“One of the attackers then 
said 'You people, we have been 
giving you chances to become 
Muslims but you don't, and in¬ 
stead you go ahead and kill our 
people'," Kotia told the trial of 
four men who are accused of 
helping the attackers 

Kotia then Sold the court that 
Dne of the attackers said “we 
Mujahedeen don't kill small 
children and women" Bus sec¬ 
onds later another gunman said 
“but you have been killing our 
children and women m Soma¬ 
lia" and the shooting resumed. 

Witnesses from the Septem¬ 
ber attack, which left at least 
61 dead including women and 
children, have previously said 
that some of the attackers al¬ 
lowed women and children to 
leave, while others were indis¬ 
criminate in their attacks 

The attack was claimed by 
Somalia's Al-Qaeda-linked 
Shebab insurgents who are 
fighting to oust the country's 
internal!a nsily-b acke d gov em¬ 
inent and African Union troops 
including Kenyan soldiers. 

All the gunmen in the West- 
gate siege -- understood to 
have totalled four, not the 
dozen that, security forces ini¬ 
tially reported -- are believed 
to have died during the attack, 
according to the US Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 

The trial in Nairobi, which 
opened on January 15, has 
heard evidence from people 
who were at the mall when the 
gunmen launched their attack, 
as well as witnesses involved 
in transactions related to the 


purchase of the car that the at¬ 
tackers used to drive to West- 
gate 

The four accused of provid¬ 
ing logistical support -- Adan 
Mohamed Abidkadu Adan, 
M a ham ed Ahme d Ab di. Lib an 
Abdullah Omar and Hussein 
Hassan Mustafah — have all 
pleaded not guilty to charges 
o f supporting a terrorist group. 

The charge sheet gives no 
details of the nature of their al¬ 
leged support, but security 
sources say the prosecution 
will argue they aided the gun¬ 
men including by organising 
accommodation.

US freezes $458 mn 
stolen by Nigeria dictator 
Abacha 


Mexican court says 
drug lord can't 
avoid US extradition 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United S tate s sad We dn e s d ay 
it had ordered a freeze on $453 
million m assets stolen by for¬ 
mer Nigerian dictator Sam 
Abacha and his accomplices 
and hidden in European ac¬ 
counts. 

The Justice Department sad 
the corruption proceeds — 
stashed away in bank accounts 
m Britain, France and Jersey - 
- were frozen at Washington's 
request with the help of local 
authorities. 

Abacha died in office in 
1993, but Ins surviving rela¬ 
tives still include some of the 
richest and most influential 
figures in Africa's most popu¬ 
lous nation. 

According to a civil forfei¬ 
ture complaint unsealed in the 
US District Court in Washing¬ 
ton, the department wants the 
recover more than $550 mil¬ 
lion in connection with the ac¬ 
tion. 

The JusUce Dep artment said 
die assets frozen - along with 
additional assets named m the 
complaint — represent the 
’proceeds of coimpUon' dur¬ 
ing and after the military 
regime of Abacha, who be¬ 
came president of Nigeria 
through a military coup on No¬ 


vember 17, 1993 and held that 
office until his death on June 
S, I99S 

The compiamt alleges that 
Abacha, his son Mohammed 
Sam Abacha, their associate 
Abuhakar AJtiku Bagudu and 
other s “ emb ezzl e d, mi s ap pro - 
priated and extorted billions 
from the government of Nige¬ 
ria and others, then laundered 
their criminal proceeds 
through the purchase of bonds 
backed by the United States 
using US financial institu¬ 
tions." 

Raman said that the action 
sends a "clear message" that 
the United States is "deter¬ 
mined and equipped to confis¬ 
cate the ill-gotten riches of 
corrupt leaders who dram the 
re s ourc es o f tli eir countri es." 

The US government's Klep- 
tocracy Asset Recovery Initia¬ 
tive "where appropriate" 
provides for the return of stolen 
proceeds "to benefit tire people 
harmed by these acts of corrup¬ 
tion and abuse of office," 

It did not specify what ac¬ 
tion would be taken with re¬ 
gard to the Abacha case 

The complaint also seeks to 
freeze five corporate entities 
registered m the British Virgin 
Islands. 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
Mexican court rejected an ap¬ 
peal Wednesday by dmg king¬ 
pin Joaquin "El Chapo" 
Guzman to avoid extradition to 
the United States in the ab¬ 
sence a f any formal request. 

Following lus February 22 
capture, Guzman filed a mo¬ 
tion for an immediate injunc¬ 
tion to prevent extradition to 
the US, where at least seven 
federal district courts have in¬ 
dicted him on charges of 
money laundering and ferrying 
massive shipments of cocaine 
into the country. 

But no formal US request 
has yet been filed with the 
Mexican government. 

Mexican Attorney General 
Jesus Murillo Karam an¬ 
nounced last week that the 
government intends to try to 
sentence Guzman in Mexico 
before weighing possible ex¬ 
tradition to the United States, 
though he has already dis¬ 
cus se d the l s sue with his c oun- 
terpait Eric Haider. 

Mexican Marines, backed 
by intelligence provided by the 
US Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration, captured Guzman in 
the Pacific resort city of 
Mazatlan last month. He was 
staying with Ins beauty-queen 
wife and two-year-old twin 


daughters in a condominium, 
and was arrested without a sin¬ 
gle shot being fired 

He is now held at the Aiti- 
p 1 ano In gh- s e cunty pri so n, 
and faces charges in at least 
four cases implicating him in 
organized crime and drug traf¬ 
ficking 

The Mexican government 
considers die criminal organi¬ 
zation Guzman headed, the 
Sinaloa cartel, tD be responsi¬ 
ble for most of the drugs enter¬ 
ing the United States 

The cartel operates in about 
50 countries m the Americas, 
Europe and Asia.

Second IIS baby is HIV-free 
after early treatment 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
baby treated for HIV within 
hours of birth is free of the 
virus nearly a year later, in the 
second case that has raised 
hopes about early treatment, 
doctors said Wednesday. 

Tire approach mirrored that 
taken for a Mississippi baby, 
who has been off treatment far 
2 1 months and still has no de¬ 
tectable vims in her system. 

Tire latest research on the 
two young girls was presented 
at the annual Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunis¬ 
tic Infections (CROI) in 
Boston. 

The newest case involves a 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Deaths from Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease are under-reported m the 
United States and the most 
common form of dementia 
maybe taking as many lives as 
heart disease or cancer, said a 
study Wednesday 

Alzheimer's disease cur¬ 
rently ranks sixth among 
causes of death in the United 
States, according to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. Heart disease is 
first, and cancer second 

But researchers reported in 
the journal Neurology, the 
medical journal of tire Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Neurology, 
that Alzheimer's-linked deaths 
could be ax times more com¬ 
mon than thought 

"Alzheimer's disease and 
other dementias are undei-re- 
p orted on death certificates and 
medical records," said study 
author Bryan James of Rush 
University Medical Center m 
Chicago. 

"Death certificates often list 
die immediate cause of death, 
such as pneumonia, rather than 


Lo s Angeles baby was b orn to 
a mother infected with HIV 
and who had not been taking 
her medications, making her at 
high risk for transmission, said 
Yvonne Bryson, chief of pedi¬ 
atric infectious diseases at tire 
David Geffcn School of Med¬ 
icine at die University of Cal¬ 
ifornia Los Angeles 

Audra Deveikis, a pediatric 
infectious disease specialist at 
Miller Children's Hospital 
Long Beach, where the baby 
was horn, tested the infant and 
gave her high, treatment-level 
doses of antiretroviral drugs 
before even knowing if she 
was HIV-positive, Bryson told 


listing dementia as an underly¬ 
ing cause." 

For tire study, researchers 
followed more than 2 ,500 peo¬ 
ple aged 65 and older who 
were tested annually for de¬ 
mentia. 

A total of 559 participants 
developed Alzheimer's disease 
during tire course of the study, 
and the average time span 
from diagnosis to death was 
four years. 

People aged 75 to 34 who 
were diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s were also four 
times more likely to die than 
those without it 

One third of all deaths 
among those aged 75 and 
older were attributable to 
Alzheimer's disease, said the 
study. 

According to James, the 
findings would translate to air 
estimated 505,400 deaths from 
Alzheimer's in the US popula¬ 
tion over age 75 in 5010. 

That figure is six times higher 
than the 33,494 reported by 
the CDC based on death cer¬ 
tificates.

Also at .the conference, Deb¬ 
orah Per saud of Johns Hopkins 
University presented the latest 
on the Mississippi baby, who 
was given ART at 31 hours of 
age. 

Now; the three-year-old is 
considered in remission from 
HIV after ding treatment was 
stopped 21 months ago and no 
viral rebound has been ob¬ 
served. 

Bryson said the Los Angeles 
team is optimistic that their 
baby will do just as well 

There is no known cure for 
AIDS, which has infected 
some 70 million people around 
the world and foiled 35 mil¬ 
lion, according to the World 
Health Organization. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House on Wednesday 
unveiled: another delay in im¬ 
plementing President Barack 
Ob ana's signature health law - 
- apparently to sin eld vulnera¬ 
ble Democrats in mid-term 
elections. 

The Obama administration 
said that insurers could con¬ 
tinue to market health care 
plans that do not meet the min¬ 
imum standards of the new law 
until October 1„ 30Id. 

Officials had already offered 
an extension to people who 
had the existing plans, amid a 
political furor over Obama's 
frequent and now discredited 
promise that if people [iked 
their health coverage under the 
new law, they could keep 
them. 

The administration said that 
tire move would give con¬ 
sumers more choice m Amer¬ 
ica's health care marketplace. 

A fact sheet explaining the 
new policy hinted at tire polit¬ 
ical motivation, noting that it 
had been developed in close 
consultation with lawmakers 


including Senators Mary Lan- 
drieu, Mark Warner, Jeanne 
Shaheen and Mark Udall - all 
of whom are up for reflection 
m November. 

Republicans lashed out at 
the decision, saying it was a 
politically crass move de¬ 
signed to protect Democratic 
candidates. 

"What makes this latest 
delay so troubling is the fact 
that it was prompted not by the 
heartbreaking stories of mil¬ 
lions of Amen cans but by the 
private pleadings of a handful 
of endangered Democrats."

The rules require a portion 
of programming to be at least 
partly written, produced or 
presented by persons in 
Canada, in order to bolster the 
local industry and showcase 
Canadian content 

A hearing has been sched¬ 
uled for April 2S to decide 
whether the broadcasting li¬ 
censes of AOV A^dult Movie 
Channel, XXX Action Clips 
and Maleftisxx should be re¬ 
newed. 

The permits are set to ex¬ 
pire at the end of August. 

CRTC spokeswoman Patri¬ 
cia Valiadao told AFP they 
will be asked to justify a re¬ 
newal of the licenses, adding 
that "the CRTC has tried sev¬ 
eral times to bring the com¬ 


p any into c o mpli an ce." 

Tlie networks 1 parent com¬ 
pany Channel Zero did not 
immediately responded to re¬ 
quests for comment. 

But others have not been 
shy to speak out.

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Astronomers spot rare 
asteroid break-up 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - As¬ 
tronomers sad Thursday they 
have witnessed the distant, 
break-up of ai asteroid, a rare 
event that was not caused by a 
violent space collision or a 
close encounter with die Sun. 

Instead, the asteroid, located 
some 3.00 million miles (433 
million kilometers) from the 
Sun, was likely weakened over 
time by multiple small run-ins 
with other space objects, said 
the report in Astro physical 
Journal Letters. 

Aid now, astronomers are 
watching asteroid P/2013 R3 
come undone as a result of a 
subtle effect of sunlight, which 
causes the asteroid to rotate at 
an increasingly fast rate. 

"Seeing tins rock fall apart 
before our eyes is pretty amaz¬ 


ing," said lead inves¬ 
tigator David Jewitt, a 
professor in the Uni¬ 
versity of California 
Los Angeles Depart¬ 
ment of Earth, Plane¬ 
tary and Space 
Sciences 

Jewitt said the as¬ 
teroid has broken into 
as many as 10 pieces 
and is gently being 
pulled apart by cen¬ 
trifugal force, "like 
grapes on a stem " 
The photo graphs of 
the break-up were 
captured by the Hub¬ 
ble Space Telescope 
Each of the 10 
parts have comet-like 
dust tails, and the 
biggest four chunks 
are each double the 
size of a football 

The asteroid's unraveling 
began last year 

Tire latest Hubble pictures 
show the fragments "drifting 
away from each other at a 
leisurely pace of one mile per 
hour - slower than a strolling 
human," said a UCLA press 
statement 

Eventually, the fragments, 
which are estimated to weigh 
200,000 tans, will provide a 
rich source of meteoroids. 

Most of them will plunge 
into the Sun although some 
may be witnessed as meteors 
across the Earth's sky, Jewitt 
said 

Tire Hubble Space Tele¬ 
scope is a collaborative proj¬ 
ect between NASA and the 
European Space Agency.

Judge rejects Apple 
bid to ban Samsung 
devices 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP)-A 
federal judge Thursday re¬ 
jected Apple's request to ban 
an array of Samsung smart¬ 
phones and tablets found to 
have infringed on p atents held 
by the US tech giant 

US District Judge Lucy 
Koh, who oversaw the block¬ 
buster patent trial, finalized the 
damage award to be paid by 
die South Korean electronics 
giant at $929 million 
But m a separate order, the 
judge denied Apple s request to 
ban 23 Samsung devices, say¬ 
ing tliere was no evidence that 
consumer demand was driven 
by the infringing elements. 

A jury last year awarded 
more than $1 billion ta Apple 
for patent infringement, but the 
judge threw out some of that 
award and ordered a partial re¬ 


trial The final amount 
awarded was $929 million 
Both sides have been ap¬ 
pealing various aspects of the 
case, which is likely to be tied 
up m courts for same time bar¬ 
ring an agreement between the 
two companies. 

But because of tire fast-mov¬ 
ing nature of the business, the 
devices at issue in the case are 
no longer being sold 
Judge Koh noted that "the 
only new fact is that Samsung 
represents that no infringing 
units are currently in the mar¬ 
ketplace " 

She added that "Apple pres¬ 
ents no evidence that any cur¬ 
rent Samsung devices 
incorporate the patented fea¬ 
tures As such, it appeal s that 
the public interest slightly fa¬ 
vors Samsung "

Apps thrill toddlers as Swedish schools 
go digital 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Two- 
year-old Mia traces out a letter 
on the screen with her forefin¬ 
ger, then claps with joy when 
the computer chants "wonder¬ 
ful! 11 and emits a slightly 
metallic round o f applause 
The preschool group at 
Tanto International School in 
central Stockholm is just get¬ 
ting used tD a new batch of 
iPads -- one for eveiy two chil¬ 
dren — and it's a noisy, chatty 
affair 

"They really enjoy playing 
tins app. It's really good for 
learning pronunciation," said 
their teacher Helena 
Berg strand. 

Bergs hand, along with 
nearly 9Q percent of teachers 
polled by die city council, be¬ 
lieves that iPads and tablets 
help motivate children to learn 
“There's an instant appeal 
with an iPad . they lave it!" 
she says, raising her voice over 
the dm as she moves around 
the table ta help the children 
“It's more interactive (than 
pen and paper)." 

Petra Petersen at Uppsala 
University has researched the 
rapidly growing use of tablets 
m preschools -- recording chil¬ 
dren when they interact with 
the technology and each other 
"In the schools I've looked 
at. they usually sit together in 
a group and its very collabora¬ 
tive, there's a lot of body con¬ 


tact and verbal communica¬ 
tion," she said. 

"These tablets are very 
multi-modal -- they have 
colours, saunds, spoken wards, 
and things that interest the chil¬ 
dren -- that's part of what 
makes diem so popular. A large 
part of learning is about having 
fun, and the children have a lot 
of fun with them " 

In Sweden like m many 
countries, small children often 
play games on tablets and lap¬ 
tops long before they en¬ 
counter them at school. 

According to the national 
media council, dose to 7D per¬ 
cent of Swedish two- tD four- 
year-olds play video games. 

Nearly a half (45 percent) a£ 
children aged two have used 
the internet -- perhaps unsur¬ 
prising in a country with one 
of the world's highest mobile 
broadb and p enetrahans 
And that has put increasing 
pressure on teachers to get up 
to speed -- one in every two 


surveyed have said they need 
special training 

Felix Gyllenstig Serrao, a 
teacher in the western city of 
Gothenburg, has taken com¬ 
puter-aided teaching further 
than most, using the popular 
Swedish game Mine craft to 
teach children with behav¬ 
ioural and concentration prob¬ 
lems, including Attention 
Deficit Disorder and As¬ 
perger's Syndrome. 

Jonas Lmderoth, a video 
games researcher at the Uni¬ 
versity of Gothenburg's educa¬ 
tion faculty, sees a number of 
pitfalls in the current drive to 
put tablets in the hands of in¬ 
fants, and in over-stating the 
educational value of video 
games. 

"Most children have this 
technology at home. They can 
click on apps in the back seat 
of the family car But fewer 
and fewer have parents that 
read to them -- preschools 
should compensate for that."

THE HAGUE - A new, har¬ 
monised EU method of calcu¬ 
lating economic figures shows 
the Dutch economy was al¬ 
most €4 5 bn bigger than 
thought m 2010, the national 
statistics office CBS said on 
Thursday. 

The n sw m eth o d ol o gy al so 
means tlie state debt in 2D10 
was 59% rather than £53.4% of 
gross national product, while 
the budget deficit was 5% 
rather than 5 !%*, the CBS 
said 

The new calculation meth¬ 
ods include spending on re¬ 
search and development and 
some defence investments 
The proceeds of illegal activi¬ 
ties, such as the dings trade 
and illegal gambling, are also 
included. 

The revised figures put the 
contribution to the Dutch 
economy of illegal activities at 
€3 4bn - or €2 4bn excluding 
the co ntributi on made by le gal 
companies Of tins, cannabis 
accounts for €1 4bn. prostitu¬ 
tion €S(51m> fencing stolen 
goods €2S2m and gambling 
€193m. the CBS said.

Worldwide, the Nether¬ 
lands ranks eighth in 
terms of the number of 
applications filed. 

Philips was the most 
active Dutch patent com¬ 
pany, making 1,833 appli¬ 
cations. The Dutch 
electronics group was 
also the third most active 
filer worldwide behind 
Samsung and Siemens. - 


Rolls-Royce says facing US 

corruption probe 


LONDON (AFP) - British air¬ 
craft engine maker Rolls- 
Royce revealed Thursday that 
tt is facing a corruption probe 
m the United States as well as 
Britain. 

"The group is currently 
under investigation by 1 aw en¬ 
forcement agencies, primarily 
the fieri due Fraud Office 
(SFO) m the UK and the US 
Department of Justice (DoJ)," 
die company sad in its annual 
report. 

"Breaches of laws and regu¬ 
lations in this area can lead to 
fines, penalties, cn mm al pros¬ 
ecution, commercial litigation 
and restrictions on future busi¬ 
ness." 

Rolls-Royce had revealed 
fate last year that Britain's SFO 
had launched a formal investi¬ 


gation into alleged bnbeiy 
linked to the group's overseas 
op erations. 

The company had warned in 
2D12 that it might be prose¬ 
cuted over alleged "malprac¬ 
tice" m Indonesia and China 
after passing an information 
related ta bribery concerns to 
the office 

The London-listed firm 
stressed on Thursday that it 
was cooperating with the in¬ 
vestigations but has yet to re¬ 
ceive official notice of a 
formal DoJ probe 

"Rolls-Royce has been co¬ 
operating with regulatory au¬ 
thorities on both sides of the 
Atlantic in regard to allega¬ 
tions of bribery and corrup¬ 
tion," it added. 

"The fiFG m the UK has 


launched a formal investiga¬ 
tion The DoJ is also investi¬ 
gating these matters, however 
we have received no notifica¬ 
tion of a formal enquiry being 
launched in the United States." 

Earlier this week, mean¬ 
while, India's defence ministry 
ordered an investigation into 
the purchase of jet fighter en¬ 
gines from Rolls-Royce in a 
deal reportedly worth $1.6 bil¬ 
lion, an official said on Mon¬ 
day 

The Central Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation (CBI) will probe 
allegations of kickbacks over 
tire deal for Rolls-Royce to 
supply engines to state-run 
Hindustan Aeronautics Ltd 
(HAL) between 2007 and

Enigmatic Bitcoin creator 
Nakamoto found: Newsweek 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
After years of speculation, the 
true identity of the mysterious 
person or group behind the 
Bitcoin revolution known as 
“fiatoshi Nakamoto" was re¬ 
vealed by Newsweek on 
Thursday. 

It turns out his name is, in 
fact, Sato sin Nakamoto. 

A reporter tracked down the 
64-year-old, a Japanese- 
Atn en can p by si ct st and mo d ei 
tram enthusiast, living under 
the name Dorian S Nakamoto 
in a modest two-story house m 
suburb an Lo s Angeles 

Nakamoto did not admit to 
b etc g h ehind th e p henom en on 
til at, since its 2009 launch, has 
been hailed as a financial rev¬ 
olution despite scandals over 
its use in the drugs trade and 
money-1 aundenng 

And he called the police 
when the magazine's reporter 


knocked on his door 

But Newsweek said the 
man, whose quiet career in¬ 
volved classified work as a 
systems engineer for the US 
government and government 
contractors, tacitly acknowl¬ 
edged his role in creating the 
ciyp ta - curren cy th at has 
rocked the banking world. 

"I am no longer involved in 
that, and I cannot discuss it," 
he said. "It's been turned over 
to other people." 

In a scoop heralding the re¬ 
launch of its print edition an 
Friday after two years only 
online, Newsweek said 
Nakamoto was born in Japan 
m 1949 and immigrated to the 
United States 1D years later 

He studied physics at Cali¬ 
fornia State Polytechnic Uni¬ 
versity and worked for a 
number of companies, but has 
apparently not held a steady 


]ob since 2002 

He sp ends much a f his time 
on Ins model tram hobby, and 
has apparently not tapped the 
millions of dollars of Bitcoin 
wealth Newsweek says comes 
from authoring the computer 
code behind it. 

His family, including two 
younger brothers who are also 
scientists, did not know of Ins 
link to Bitcoin, 

"He's a brilliant man," Ins 
brother Arthur Nakamoto told 
Newsweek. "He's very fo¬ 
cused and eclectic in his way 
of thinking. Smart, intelligent, 
mathematics, engineering, 
computers. You name it, he 
can do it." 

But they described a man 
with a deep libertarian streak, 
intensely private and distrust¬ 
ful of the government and 
banks

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Ukraine crisis casts shadow 
on Russia Paralympics 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia's 
President Vladimir Putin will 
□pen the Paralympic Winter 
Games in Sochi on Friday with 
the event tainted by Ins inter¬ 
vention m Ukraine 

Putin's presence is set to 
dominate the opening cere¬ 
mony in the presence of about 
1,6DQ disabled athletes from 
about 45 countries. 

Russia topped the medals 
table at the Winter Olympics 
last month, and the event was 
wi d ely se en as a triumph Int er- 
aational prase of the impres¬ 
sive ceremonies was a boost to 
Putin's attempt to showcase 
Russia as a modern, successful 
country. 

However the backdrop to 
this celebration of sport will be 
very different after Putin sup¬ 
ported the seizure by pro- 
Moscow armed forces of 
Ukraine's region of Crimea, 
northwest of Sochi across the 
Black Sea 

Hie United States, Britain 
Germany and Norway at least 
have said they will not send 
government delegations to the 
opening ceremony 

American, Germany and 
British athletes will still com¬ 
pete for gold medals in Alpine 
and cross-country skiing, 
biathlon, ice-sledge hockey and 
wheelchair curling at tire Games 
which run until March 1 6 

Putin has denounced the re¬ 
actions. 

"I think it would be the 
height of cynicism to threaten 
the realisation of the Para¬ 
lympic Games," he told jour¬ 
nalists This is an international 
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sports forum, where people 
with disabilities can 'prove to 
themselves and the world that 
they are people without limita¬ 
tions", he said. 

Top model Natalia 
Vodyanova, who is one of the 
Socln ambassadors and a torii- 
bearer for the Paralympic 
Games, this week said she was 
" ashamed ta continue promoting 
the Paralympics, advocate its 
importance" during the crisis 

"Historically all the wars and 
conflicts stopp ed for the p enod 
of Olympic Games and it's not 
the call of today's p ohtician to 
change tins tradition," she

PARIS, (AFP) - An impressive France proved too strong 
for the Netherlands in Paris on Wednesday as first-haft 
goals from Karim Benzema and Blaise Matuidi sealed a 
2-0 friendly win. Benzema volleyed home the opener just 
after the half-hour mark and Matuidi added another three 
minutes before the interval, and the visitors never really 
looked like coming back into the game as they slumped 
to a first defeat in 19 matches. For France, it was a sat¬ 
isfying evening as they picked up where they left off in 
beating Ukraine 3-0 in dramatic fashion to qualify for the 
World Cup in Brazil in November's play-off. "Pleased 
with the result, the nature of the performance and the 
general attitude," was coach Oidier Deschamps 1 sum¬ 
ming up of the game. In contrast, Netherlands coach 
Louis van Gaal would appear to have work to do on his 
side ahead of this year's World Cup, particularly in de¬ 
fence. 
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Plstorlus weeps as witness 
recalls shooting scene horror 


PRETORIA (AFP) - A weep¬ 
ing Oscar Pistonus shielded 
Ins ears as a witness in his 
murder trial on Thursday gave 
harrowing evidence about des¬ 
perate attempts to save Reeva 
Steenkamp's life after she was 
shot. 

Rocking back and forth m 
the dock, Pi storms put Ins 
hands over Ins ears as neigh¬ 
bour and radiologist Johan 
Stipp recounted how he en¬ 
tered Ins house to find the dis¬ 
traught Paralympian bent over, 
attempting to resuscitate Ins 
girlfriend. 

Stipp noticed a wound on 
Steenkamp's right thigh, right 
upper arm, and "blood and hair 
and what looked like brain tis- 
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sue intermingled with that" an 
top of the skull 
Amid the scene of horror, 
Stipp said he quickly realised 
the 29-year-old model would 
not survive the injuries. 

During the testimony, sob¬ 
bing could be heard around the 
courtroom as Steenkamp's 
family and friends sat discon¬ 
solately arm-m-arm. 

Stipp continued: "While I 
was trying to ascertain if she's 
revivable, Osc ar was crying all 
the time, he prayed to God to 
please let her live, she must not 
die." 

At one stage, seeing Pi sto¬ 
rms leave Steenkamp's body tD 
go upstans, Stipp also said he 
wanted to locate the weapon, 
fearing the sprinter may have 
been a danger to himself. 

“ Osc ar was em ots on all y 
very very upset, and I didn't 
know the situation in the house 
so i thought maybe he was 
going to hurt himself." 

During the graphic day of 
testimony, Pis tonus stalled 
crying multiple times, rubbing 
his hand on Ins temples 
Attorney and firearms lob¬ 
byist Martin Hood sad the less 
subjective expert testimony 
that is still to come will he the 
real determiner in the trial. 
Expert testimony is going 
to be vitally important in light, 
of the need tD prove premedi¬ 
tated murder," said Hood, 
speaking from Johannesburg 


The experts would use im¬ 
partial forensic evidence and 
give scientific explanations, 
such as around the time of 
death and when phone calls 
were made, he added 

"I don't think we've got to 
the meat of the matter yet," he 
said. 

Stipp's evidence is the first 
eye-witness account of what 
happened inside Ptstorius's 
home that evening smee the 
tnal began on Monday. 

Pistonus stands accused of 
murdering Steerikamp, a 29- 
year-old model and law gradu¬ 
ate 

He claims to have shot her 
through a locked toilet door 
after mistaking her for an in¬ 
truder. 

Stspp also testified to being 
woken by gunshots and 
screams coming from Pisto- 
nus's home on the night of 
February 14, 2013, and then 
rushing over to see if he could 
help. 

But the sequence of events 
appeared not to tally exactly 
with the evidence from three 
other neighbours who heard 
screams then shots. 

Linder cross-examination, 
the defence has put forward 
that the screaming was not a 
woman but an emotional Pis- 
torius, arguing Thursday that 
Steenkamp was unable to 
scream due to the fatal shoot¬ 
ing.

3-point streak ends at 
127 games

utive NBA games with a 3- 
point basket was snapped at 
127 in the Atlanta Hawks'
